sea water into between 30 million 
and 50 million gallons of fresh w ater 
a day.

Major theory about moon's origin discredited 


HOUSTON (U P I)—Evidence pried from lunar soil and 
rocks has cast discredit on one of three major theories 
about the origin of the moon—the one that says it split oft 
from the earth. 
To a number of leading scientists at the opening session 
Monday of the second annual lunar science conf erence this 
theory, which until recently held the No. 2 spot, is fading 
from the scene. 
Dr. Charles P. Sonnet of the U.S. space agency s Ames 
Research Center in Mountainv lew. Calif . said the question 
now is whether the moon was captured by the earth or 
whether it formed through coagulation of material in the 
dense atmosphere ol the primeval earth 
“ I think the information we have todav is sufficient to 


resolve the question, but it will take several more years of 
work.' he said. 
„ 
Argument Continues 
And Dr. Edwards Anders of the University of Chicago 
said 
The argument is continuing. The question has not 
been settled by any means. That's why each of us is looking 
for evidence that will help shift the balance. " 
In an unprecedented move, the Soviet Academy of 
Sciences sent 
its vice president, 
Dr. 
Alexander P. 
Vinogradov, to the meeting at the invitation of the U.S. 
space agency. 
Vinogradov arrived Monday with what looked like a large 
roll of charts and said he was prepared to tell about studies 
conducted on lunar soil returned to earth bv Russia s robot

“ This looks to me like it might be a first step, and an

The study was based on 
the reports of 31 Indians

Dakota, New Mexico. New 
York, 
Oklahoma. 
Oregon 
and South Dakota. 
The report accused local 
and state school officials of 
violating federal lawrs by 
diverting money

and to lower school taxes 
for 
non-Indian 
property 
owners. 
Such actions, the report 
said,

Elementary and Secondary 
Education Act of 1965, the

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Vibrant Greek in Paris 
Makes A rt Mobile 
Your birthday By Stella

PARIS— (NE A) — If Iris 
C 1 e r t did not exist, some 
Svengali would have invent­ 
ed her. To Parisians she is 
a high priestess of modern 
art, egeria of young painters, 
officiating in her avant-garde 
gallery in the fashionable 
Faubourg Saint Honoré. 


A v i b r a n t fortyish, Iris 
Clert has to be seen to be 
believed. Dramatic and dy­ 
namic, when she talks, toss­ 
ing a mane of black hair, she 
reminds her interlocutor of 
a character in a Greek trag­ 
edy. 


Her l a t e s t venture she 
calls a “Stradart,” a mobile 
miniature art gallery set 
atop a 10-ton truck with 
transparent walls. Its mis­ 
sion is to bring art to the 
masses. “It’s one way of 
making the man and the 
woman in the street aware 
of art and then showing them 
the latest trends,” explains 
Madame Clert. 


Born in Greece, Iris Atha- 
nassiadis was brought to 
Paris by her parents when 
she was five and has been 
there ever since. Ten years 
ago she opened her gallery 
under the name of Iris Clert, 
within shouting distance of 
the presidential palace. 


Although s h e is neither 
painter nor sculptor, her in­ 
volvement with art she calls 
her destiny. She is also pos­ 
sessed of an innate sense of 
being able to discriminate 
talent from trash and, of 
c o u r s e , tends to sponsor 
young and unknown artists. 


“The trouble today is that 
a n y b o d y and everybody 
thinks they can paint. There 
are altogether too many self- 
styled artists. Just like that. 
But there is, after all, some­ 
thing called technique which 
is as necessary to art as salt 
to an egg.” 


Iris Clert stresses emphat­ 
ically that her gallery is the 
only one in the capital that 
ever s h o w s “unknowns.” 
“And I can say that a great 
many, if not all, of my ‘pro­ 
teges’ have b e c o m e well- 
known and even famous.” 
Then she reels off a list of 
names like Ad. Renhardt, 
Fontara, Draissac, Y v e s 
K l e i n , Armour, Tingueley 
(you know, the man who does 
those crazy combinations of 
metal and clockworks that 
whirr and ring madly), Soto, 
Stevenson, Poncet, Takis and 
last, but not least, Pol Bury, 
who will soon show his works 
at the Guggenheim Gallery 
in New York. 


Iris is as unpredictable as 
a spring sky. She will wear 
indifferently a djellabah, a 
E 
oncho canvas dress painted 
y American artist Timothy 
Hennesy—it matches a two- 
wall painting in the same 
Byzantine-inspired style — a 
Roman toga with gladiator 
sandals, or a slinky, se- 
quined jumpsuit. She paints 
her nails different colors, 


'W hen I feel 
dispirited and 
depressed I nip 
around to the 
garage, put on the 


w e a r s the most bizarre 
jewelry — all outsize. 


“Pop art? Why, that’s not 
art. Just a speculative gam­ 
bit. To h a v e around one 
some ‘objet d’art’ nobody 
could decipher was consid­ 
ered as much of a status 
symbol as a Rembrandt,” 
she said with a very Gallic 
shrug of the shoulders. 


But according to Iris, all 
that is changing. “The new 
trend is back to ‘real’ art, 
beautiful to look at and med­ 
itate upon. It’s all so true 
that recently I sold six ‘real’ 
paintings, 
figurative a n d 
beautiful. Just as the avant- 
garde Parisiennes are now 
demanding real fashions, so 
the public once more de­ 
mands real art, not just 
crazy things, but inspired 
creations.” 


She firmly believes, too, 
that all the pieces of the 
kaleidoscope will fall into 
place, in art as well as in 
fashion, once we are out of 
the sign of Aquarius, the 
planet which brings lack of 
equilibrium in all domains. 


As for her truck, Iris Clert 
waxes enthusiastic when she 
talks about it, which, inci­ 
dentally, she refers to as HE. 
“When I feel dispirited and 
depressed I nip around to 
the garage, put on the lights 
and look around. Then I feel 
better. It’s really a kind of 
love affair,” said she. 


What Madame Clert really 
wants to achieve is to reach 


innate and healthy outlook 
on what they appreciate and 
consider beautiful. 


So, as the best way of let­ 
ting more people see works 
of art, mass educator Iris 
Clert hit upon the notion of 
Stradart (art for the street) 
when she spotted a 10-ton 
truck on the road which was 
used to show agricultural 
implements and machinery 
to French farmers. 


Said she proudly: 
“HE 
has already been invited to 
Germany and Holland to 
show the latest w o r k s of 
avant-garde French artists.” 
Last month she undertook 
her first adventure abroad— 
to Ostend in Belgium. “In 
three hours’ time I sold one- 
half of the truck.” 
She carries something like 
16 
paintings, 
insured 
for 
$130,000. They must be large, 
she stressed, so that the pub­ 
lic can see them without 
climbing i n s i d e . Venetian 


blinds and air conditioning 
protect the precious load. 
December will see her in 
Antwerp, where she will also 
hold an exhibition in an 
a b a n d o n e d 
13th-century 
chapel. Iris Clert naturally 
hopes that sometime in 1971 
she will be able to take 
S t r a d a r t to the United 
States. 


On artists, painters and 
sculptors, Iris has very defi­ 
nite ideas.

Give Wigs Some Air

Lopez Lake fishermen are waiting to see what our new 
county supervisor is going to do about opening up m ore 
w ater frontage, and solving the fence problem 
We still 
maintain that a gate or two with a sign that trespassers will 
be prosecuted will answer the problem, and a trespasser 
m eans anyone who is not in possession of a park permit.

Sanitation facility could be installed well back

Fishing pressure is heavy and will be heavier as 
this beautiful spot is getting better known, statewide. 
M argarita Lake on the slow side 
It is cold, and not many 
fishermen have been out 
Those who braved the cold were 
rewarded with some nice strings of bass 
Cachuma and Casitas Lakes head up the best trout fishing 
waters at this time, both getting weekly plants 
So far no 
notice of any planting in Lopez Lake by the DFG. 
It seem s as though the large num bers ot trash tish that 
have died lately in Lopez Lake, due to what biologists say 
was caused by a natural phenomenon vs under control The 
death of these fish poses no threat to humans, as they are 
being removed by county crew s; also flocks ot sea gulis are 
doing their bit to get rid ot the carcasses 
Apparently 
w arm er w ater at the bottom of the lake changing place 
with colder w ater at the surface, and ensuing lack ot 
oxygen, caused the fish to die. First thought was that the 
fish had been electrocuted when some were first found 
following a five-hour power shutott at the discharge tower 
valves.

The interest of the boxing 
world in this decision is that 
it m eans the Ali-Joe Frazier 
fight —the richest fight in 
history— will take place on 
March 8. If the high court 
had refused to hear his case.

could 
have 
been

prison by then 
But the court's ruling, il it 
is ultim ately favorable to 
Clay, could have much more 
im p o r ta n c e 
th a n 
ju s t 
guaranteeing the success of 
a title fight. 
In a recent decision, the 
high court relaxed the rule 
that objecting to m ilitary 
service m ust be based upon

Threat of 
Disaster Is 
Miners’Shadow 


By LEE MUELLER 


TOMAHAWK, Ky. (N EA ) 
As a boy, I watched the miners come home on hot sum­ 
mer afternoons, a 1950 Ford station wagon full of A1 
Jolsons. They always wore these heavy shoes and carried 
shiny metal lunch pails and looked pretty tired. 
The black faces were always interesting. I used to look 
for cracks of white around their eyes and mouths. They 
said it took a strong soap—Lava or at least Lifebuoy— 
to get that coal dust off. And if you didn’t scrub care­ 
fully, there was always a face-full of blackheads the next 
morning, 
I never worked in a coal mine but a person doesn’t live 
in eastern Kentucky without knowing something about 
them. Somebody’s father always “ works in the mines” 
and, as you grew up, the possibility of similar employ­ 
ment was always a consideration. 
So was the possibility of tragedy. One of my earliest 
memories is the report of a mine cave-in near William­ 
son, W. Va., where one of our neighbors worked. It was 
twilight and I can still see Mrs. Porter in her white apron, 
running down the sidewalk toward the silhouette of the 
Methodist church, sobbing and praying: 
“ Please, God . . . don’t let it be him . . . please . . .” 
Disasters simply happened, like a sudden autumn frost 
that killed the leaves on the maple tree in our front yard. 
Death was just one of the inherent risks in mining: one 
of the things that made miners consider their profession 
a challenge. 
“ It’s like being in a war and seeing one of your buddies 
get killed,” says Clyde Testerman, another neighbor. 
“ I ’ve had a lot of friends killed in the mines. It’s some­ 
thing you get used to—it happens that often.” 
Testerman is a tall, handsome man with graying black 
hair who, at 42, will never work again. He speaks very 
softly now, with a slight rasp, because he is one of the 
estimated 225,000 Americans who have the coal miner’s 
disease, black lung. 
Shortly after World War II ended, Testerman says he

fibbed about his age and became a 17-year-old coal miner. 
The pay was good, so for most of the next 20 years, he 
awoke at 4:30 each morning for the 42-mile drive to the 
Island Creek Coal Company’s No. 25 mine near Delbar- 
ton, W. Va. Eight hours a day, underground, breathing 
coal dust. 


While he worked, Testerman was never seriously in- 
jureci. " I had some narrow escapes and I saw some peo­ 
ple get crippled up pretty bad,” he said, “ but the only 
injury I ever got was a broken finger. I was pretty scared 
at first—everybody knows coal mining is dangerous—but 
you get used to it. That’s when a lot of people get hurt. 
They get careless.” 


Not long ago, 38 miners in Wooton, Ky,, were killed in 
a nonunion mine explosion. Officials are still investigating 
to see who was careless. The word “ nonunion” is im­ 
portant here. Testerman thinks union mines are safer or, 
at least, “ as safe as you can make them yourself.” He 
added: 


“ If you think a nonunion mine is unsafe and you don’t 
want to go into it, they can fire you. Jobs are not that easy 
to get in this part of the country.” He smiled to make his 
point. 
Until 1961, when a doctor’s X ray produced evidence of 
black lung, no one had ever mentioned the possibility of 
the disease to Clyde Testerman. 


"They used to claim coal dust didn’t hurt you,” he said. 
“ They told us to watch out for rock dust—I dodged that 
stuff—but now. now they say coal dust is worse than 
rock dust.” 
Testerman was told to quit working in 1967 when doc­ 
tors said he could only breathe at 32 per cent of his 
capacity. The coal dust also created a heart condition. 
“ I can never do any real work again,” he said. “ Some­ 
times in Ju ly and August, when the humidity gets high. 
I smother just sitting around without exerting myself 
at all . . . 
“ It’s too bad, really. I enjoyed mining.”

What I and others are asking is for 
a new’ approach in which a person 
could be arrested on unspecified 
charges pending a clarification of 
the charge in a certain number of 
hours 
The courts would still have their 
opportunity to try a suspect, but the 
innocent would have a big boost up 
the ladder toward an unblemished 
record 
Mind you I’m not talking 
about a suspect who is caught in the
